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MORE HELPFUL HINTS FROM PG&E 


Students...here’s how lighting 
can lighten your homework. 


It’s a lot easier to get good grades 
when you read and write in good 
light. You learn faster and make 
fewer mistakes. Here are some light- 
ing tips for you to use at home: 


Use lamps that spread light. 


1. Two wall or table lamps, one at 
either end of your desk, with shaded 
bulbs of at least 150 watts provide 
the best study lighting. The light will 
cover the desk top without shadows. 


2. If you use a single lamp, it should 
cast its light downward and upward. 
The best lamps have a light-diffusing 
glass bowl and a light-transmitting 
outer shade. 


3. Adjust your chair or the lamp so 
that the low edge of the lampshade 
is at eye level. 


Have a regular, well-lighted 
place to study. 


4, Study cach night in the same place 
or area. Your own bedroom is prob- 
ably best because it’s quieter. It’s also 
easy to light. 


5. Use a level table or flat-top desk. 


_ Never face a window into daylight 


glare or night darkness.
